Editor of the Outlook: — 

Dear Sir, — It is certainly a poor way 
of expressing our most heartfelt thanks 
to Sir William that so few men have 
joined the 66 Union. " If only 380 out 
of 1,200 men can afford to pay five 
dollars for one of the greatest pleasures 
and blessings a student has ever had, 
it is high time that something should 
be done. 

Last year every class in the Univer- 
sity voted to have the membership fee 
put on the regular college fees. The 



authorities would not allow this, on the 
grounds that if membership was com- 
pulsory the student body as a whole 
would not derive full benefit from 
advantages to be otherwise obtained. 
Look at the result! 

Looking the matter squarely in 
the face; the proposition is this: The 
Union, to be made what it should be, 
needs money. The membership fee is 
not excessive, and nine-tenths of the 
men can afford to pay it. The other 
tenth — if things could only happen this 
wav — could then be admitted, for if the 
students of McGill haven't got any 
charity in their make-up — it's a dead 
open and shut that they won't get much 
pleasure in this world, perhaps none in 
the next. 

Tn any case, if the proper number 
of men do join there is no reason why 
the Union should not be a success. As 
it now stands the management have a 
full-sized white elephant on their hands. 
It's up to us — students of McGill — 
to see that everything goes properly. 

Think of the board you can get! 
Twelve dollars a month a (cheap board- 
ing-house price), gives one three meals 
a day that it would" be hard to beat 
anywhere. Of course, if one goes to 
the Windsor he can obtain some fancy 
cooking (by the payment of one whole 
dollar), which will never, we might 
venture to say, compare even more than 
favorably with what is given us at the 
Union. 

Then after you have finished a good 
wholesome dinner, and have nothing to 
do, say before seven or half-past, 
there are large luxurious lounging and 
reading-rooms, where you can enjoy 
your cigar or pipe. 

Now, to sum up the facts of the case: 
A. fellow — partial — conditioned — under- 
grade or what not — provided that he 
has some connection with the Univer- 
sity — cannot invest five dollars to a bet- 
ter advantage. Even if he joins for 
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the sole reason of getting his money 's 
worth he will be satisfied. If he joins 
for the purpose of having enjoyment 
out of it, his cup of joy will be filled 
to the brim and his will be a prolonged 
enjoyment.

The Profession op 
the Trade ? 

The late Dean of the Faculty of Arts 
was in the habit of putting forward the 
dogma that only students in that 
Faculty were in reality university stu- 
dents. They alone, he used to allege, 
were moved by the love of learning; 
the students in the other Faculties, be 
affirmed, were merely qualifying them- 
selves to enter a profession, studying 
the routine of a business, or mastering 
the technique of a trade. The late 
Dean was right or wrong, according to 
the mental attitude of the student. 

Valedictorians and university lec 
turers may talk as they please about 
the nobility of the profession of medi- 
cine, of the sacrifice which it entails, 
and the meagreness of its rewards. The 
average student listens with more or 
less toleration. He knows that he Ins 
undertaken the study of medicine with 
the dominant idea of making a respect- 
able living and "getting along' ' in this 
world. This student is sensible and 
prudent. If he enters upon his career 



with any other motive supreme he is not 
likely to go very far in the days imme- 
diately before him. A reasonable aim, 
upon the whole, produces better results 
than an ideal so high that most men 
will miss the mark entirely. 

The view of the average man is that 
medicine is a trade. If that be the 
case he had better get at it at once. 
I am saying nothing against a course 
in Arts, save that one may sacrifice 
too much in time which is absolute, and 
in money which is relative. Besides, he 
is liable to become infected with a love 
of learning for its own sake, with a 
desire for grace at the expense of effi- 
ciency, to think more of his mind than 
of the works of his hands. If at any 
time he should become suspicious that 
he has not been faithful to his best 
instinct, he can allay that suspicion 
with the theory that feeling with the 
hands and seeing with the eyes is of 
more value than the perceptions of the 
sub-conscious self. Let him do every- 
thing consciously. 

This student who is bound to suc- 
ceed should waste not a moment. Like 
an athlete in his training, or like a 
juggler with his balls, he must make 
every movement count, and see that 
they are counted. He should attend 
every lecture, however discursive, and so 
possess himself of the mind of his mas 
ter, occupying a front seat, diligent in 
making notes, so that his good works 
are seen of all men. This wise young 
man will secure the best place at all 
demonstrations, and let the teacher 
understand that he is there for the pur- 
pose of teaching. 

And the thing must be done sin- 
cerely. It will not do for him to 
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attend only those lectures at which the 
roll is likely to be called. He must 
not arrange that his attendance in the 
dissecting room will be synchronous 
with the visits of the Professor of 
Anatomy. It is useless to make a show 
of zeal by asking aimless questions, by 
importuning his teachers in season and 
out of season, by hinting at stores of 
knowledge which he has acquired only 
that morning. 

He must have a zest for his work and 
be zealous of knowledge, ranging far 
beyond his written notes, even beyond 
the bounds of his text-books. By no 
means will he be content with epitomes, 
compends, or catechisms, or a study of 
examination papers which have been 
set in previous years. He will avoid 
the practice of the wicked student who 
merely keeps his work in hand by 
marking the place in his book during 
the year, ready to seize upon it when 
it is required, and bring it in triumph 
to the examination table. 

This virtuous young man will keep 
himself free from contentions. He will 
take no part in any i ' movement. ' 9 He 
will seek no office. If he attend a meet- 
ing, he will be a passive spectator. He 
will be a member of no deputation, 
nor of any committee. Nor will he 
consume his time in games or sport. 
With all this reserve he need not be a 
churl. He will be careful of all social 
amenity, and select with subtilty the 
secret fraternity which he will be 
invited to join. In short, he will be 
a "worker" to whom everything is 
forgiven, save in those colleges, now 
rapidly disappearing, where it is pre- 
cisely the best form to do nothing. 

By following the course which I have 
marked out, a man will stand at the 
head of his class; or, at worst, he will 
be high in the roll of honour. Hence- 
forth his way is easy. He will gain 
entrance to the hospital without push- 
ing. His character is so formed that 
he will be assiduous without taking 



thought, and he will complete his 
tenure of a hospital position as the 
model house-surgeon, a faithful fol- 
lower of his chief, giving offence to 
none, careful of his patients, friendly 
with visiting Governors, and especially 
high in the esteem of those who have 
occupied private wards. 

From this point of vantage he will 
take flight for Europe. There, he will 
not waste his time in the general study 
of medicine, or in passing examina- 
tions which entitle him to affix a string 
of letters to his name. He will prob- 
ably turn aside from England, and be 
found in Vienna or Berlin, at first 
lie places, not for the good cheer which 
he may find in those resorts, but for 
the sake of mastering the language. 
With the language learned he then 
begins his career as a specialist by 
making himself noticed. He has, of 
course, provided himself with proper 
introductions, and at this moment he 
makes the important discovery that 
1 ' money answereth all things. 99 Shrewd- 
ly? y et diplomatically, he buys his way 
into the clinic which he desires. In 
one, two, or three years he returns 
home a complete specialist, where his 
fame has preceded him. 

When he returns he is sedulous and 
humble as ever. He picks up his 
threads quietly. He works in the 
laboratories at tasks which are not so 
useless as they may seem. He makes 
himself indispensable, and cannot be 
neglected. Now that he is well spoken 
of by all men he exercises especial care. 
He attends the meetings of the medical 
societies diligently. In humility of 
spirit he asks a question, and in every 
case he manages to find something 
which bears upon his own specialty. In 
doing so he contrives to introduce a 
dissertation upon the special subject in 
which he is engaged, and excites wonder 
that one can know so much. Nor must 
he neglect the medical journals. These 
humble implements may be made to 
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serve a good purpose. Journals are 
read, and if a man make good use of 
them, in due course his name does 
become known, especially if he confine 
his contributions to some subject which 
is sufficiently small, unique, or bizarre. 

By this time the complete specialist 
has become a "professor," master of 
his craft, deft with his hands, nimble 
with his wits, ready with his pen. He 
is a familiar figure at every meeting 
of associated physicians. Upon the 
programme of the more unimportant 
associations his name is set down for a 
paper which he does not read. But 
at all meetings which are entitled to 
the prefix "pan" his voice will not be 
missed. 

What shall we say of his "manner?" 
Tt must be the mark of his apotheosis. 
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The traditional unctuousness which has 
become the jest of the comic stage will 
not do. That part has been played, 
and the people to whom it appealed 
have gone home. Those tricks of "bed- 
side manner" suffice only for the 
vulgar. 

And what of the reward which awaits 
this man? He has had his reward. He 
has gained the reward which he sought. 
The reward which comes most when it 
is sought least he has missed, but he is 
not conscious of his loss. His profes- 
sion has become a trade. He has suc- 
ceeded, but the trade has mastered the 
man. Each student of medicine must 
choose w T hich he will serve — the pro- 
fession or the trade.

McOill Wins Her Third Game 

Exhibiting by far the best type of foot- 
ball seen in the Intercollegiate League 
this year, McGill crept nearer the goal 
of the championship by deieating Queen's 
last Saturday by the score of 5Sl — 11. 

A slight change in the team did not 
spoil the combinations in the least, and 
Charlie Cox, who replaced Johnson at 
quarter, wag -all to the good, and two to 
carry. 

tfcGilTs kicking was excellent, the fol- 
lowing up fast, the defence a stonewall, 
and the offensive breaking th rough left 
no cause of complaint, but there are just 
two points that keep the team back from 
being a perfect aggregation, and these 
points have been mentioned in the "Out- 
looks" columns time and again. Too 
many strangleholds were used on Satur- 
day when gcod honest tackles were need- 
ed, and often it took five attempts to 
bring down the runner. Then, as has 
been the case in every game so far, the 
placed kicks were weirdly executed. 

McGill must expect a hard game in Ot- 
tawa and also with Toronto before the 
championship is won, so Ifct us have as 
lig a 7rowd out on Saturday as possible, 
and let the fellows be willing to sacrifice 
voice and lungs to defeat Toronto this 
week. The football management want 
a big crowd to go up to Ottawa, and sure- 
ly the team is worthy of a, hearty sup- 
port. 

McGill's first score came after a fum- 
ble by the Queen's half on an exchange 
of punts, Harrington to Williams, Ross 
going over for a try which was not con- 
verted. Cox added another five points 
not long after on a break through the 
lin^ for a try. Then Pare forced Cook 
to rouge, and before half time was up 
Hairington made his goal from the field. 
The lialf-time score was fifteen to noth- 
ing, and at the outset of the second 
period McGill added 6 more, but Que n's 
gained 11. 



The fine work of the McGill line was 
again an important factor in the success 
of the local students; they gave almost 
perfect protection to the halves, w th 
the result that Harrington and his fel- 
lows on the half line wore able to handle 
the ball carefully and sureiy. The work 
on the defence that helped to keep the 
Queen's line in che<jk was excelled, if any- 
thing, by aggressive work when the ball 
was on the Queen's side of the scrim- 
mage. The McGill wings broke through 
almost at will and only cool work by 
Williams at centre half saved Queen's 
from a more decisive defeat. Williams 
wat? one of the stars of the game, but 
was somewhat off in his kicking. None 
the less he added four points to Queen's 
score by a Iftne drop goal. 

In spite of hard work, Queen's could 
not br^ak up our defence and the game 
ended 2L— 11.

Undergraduates' Literary 
Society 

A general meeting of the Society was 
held in Strathcona Hall on Friday even- 
ing, Nov. 2nd. President Auld was in 
the chair, and (in tne absenoe of Mr. 
Tyndale and Mr. Wilson) Mr. Cherry 
was electee! to act as secretary pro tern. 
Messrs. Cherry, Logan, and Cameron 
were chosen to form a committee to help 
in apportioning the money received by 
the different college societies from the 
Bursar. Messrs. A. McGougan and tt. 



C. Stewart were elected auditors. It 
was decidjed, on, motion, to put the grouip 
photo of this year's Executive in the 
"Annual." 

Dr. Cunliffe, the critic and judge of the 
evening, made a short and suggestive ad- 
dress. He praised the past work of 
the Society, and recalled the old debating 
society at his own college. Dr. Ounlitfe 
recommended a rather looser torm of 
procedure in the conduct of the meetings. 
He ,also spoke of a connection between 
the Society and' the Union. 

Mr. Cameron, '07, opened for the af- 
firmative on, "Resolved: That annexation 
to the United States would be advan- 
tageous to Canada." This speech, which 
was later characterized by the leader for 
the negative as indeed splendid, was a 
model of introduction. Mr. Cameron 
said! that prejudice was against annexa- 
tion. Political unity was suggested by 
geographical and other considerations. 
Canada is really independent of England. 
The treaty-making powers are retained 
by the Imperial Government. We de- 
pend on it for protection. England 
\vould perhaps be a gainer by annexa- 
tion. These were among the points 
brought forward by the speaker. 

Mr. Ellis, '07, led for the negative. He 
said that the interests of the debate re- 
volved around the word "annexation/' 
and proceeded to define it. Many strange 
things would have to happen before we 
were annexed. Our representative form 
of government would have to become 
non-representative; our politics would be 
changed; we would be called upon to 
support the United 1 States army and 
navy; our judges would be elected instead 
of appointed; we would have to share 
the United States labor problem, the 
trust problem, the negro problem. Sen- 
timent and loyalty are against annexa- 
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tion. We have a history, a people, a 
literature, behind us. 

Mir. Leme&urier, '09, pointed out that 
among the four propositions open to Can- 
ada were Independence, Imperial Federa- 
tion and .Annexation, and mentioned 
some of the difficulties in the way of the 
first two. Imperial Federation, he said, 
*as impracticable. He advocated an- 
nexation. 

Mr. Watenston, ? 08, spoke for the nega- 
tive. The chief argument for annexa- 
tion lay along the line of commercial 
discussion, and for the last fifteen years 
there had been no marked movement for 
annexation. 

Mr. Sinclair, '10, in a rather humorous 
speech, advocated the side of the amrma- 
tive. One thing that he showed was 
that the British people did not appreci- 
ate Canadians. Some of his other points 
were amusing rather than convincing. 

Air. L. U. Brown, Sci. U/, closed for 
the negative in a quiet but able speech. 
in ease of annexation, an undesiraible 
class of foreign labor would come in to 
compete with ICanadian workmen. ihe 
proposed State would be unwieldy, and 
would fall apart. The speaker recapitu- 
lated and elaborated some of the other 
points advanced by the .negative. 

Mr. Lemesurier closed for the affirma- 
tive. He criticized some of the leading 
arguments of the other side, and defend- 
ed annexation as an advantage to Can- 
ada, but declared that most, or all, of 
tho^e present .were loyal, and that Ave 
might be willing to sacrifice our advan- 
tage for our loyalty. 

The debate was then thrown open. 
Messrs. Colder. and Hackett, of Law, and 
Yates, Arts TO, and Gibb, Sci. '10, all 
spoke for the negative. Mr. Hackett, 
w ho i* an impressive speaker, and - evi- 
dently a "born orator," pointed out that 
the question of annexation had been an- 
swered over .100 years ago, when the 
French-Canadians, invited to join the 
American Union, had refused. 

Dr. , Cunliffie then gave a short crrta- 
cism, and rendered .judgment in favor of 
the negative. He called attention to 
the fact that spoken speeches, without 
notes, were more interesting to the lis- 



teners .than read speeches, and to the 
diffinuky of telling a humorous story 
well, and of working it in appositely. 
He also gave some of the grounds for his 
decision. 

There was a good attendance of mem- 
bers, including Dr. Leacock, one -of our 
1. U. D. L. representatives.

When 
we surrender ourselves to this all power- 
ful Father, one 'by ome the problems of 
life settle themselves under His guid- 
ance, and we possess "all things"; no 
longer as idols, but subordinated to us. 

In closing, Dr. Symonds said that 
these were mere suggestions for us to 
enlarge upon, and put ilnto practice in 
our daily life.

H. B. Irving's Canadian Tour 

Xo personage whose achievement ,iiave 
illuminated the history of the drama 
lias ever been welcomed throughout the 
JJominion of KJanada m t lie royal fashion 
that the late *Sir Henry Irving was re- 
iceived. For years lie had visited the 
towns and cities withtin its borders, and. 
he was as much at home in the confines 
of Canadian territory as he was upon the 
Stage 01 nk> lamous London Lyceum. - 

The announcements which have told 1 
of the hr^t visit of liis eldest son and 
namesake, H. B. Irving, to the cities of 
the Dominion, have . aroused an unterest 
that would have been impossible in the 
coming of any other except , the son oi 
Sir ilenry. The combined feeling otf 
reverence for the great actor departed 
and of aiicctionatc anticipation in the 
visit .of the son who aims to follow ID 
the footsteps of his sire, is very strong in 
Canada. There is small doubt but that 
his coming will be an.alfair of great dra- 
matic importance. 

The judgment upon his efforts has been 
that the. cloak oi Sir Henry's greatness 
will some day descend upon his son. 
That he now , possesses the fulness of his 
father's power has never been .claimed 
for him, neither by those who are most 
enthusiastic in his praise, and least of 
all intimated. by those who are closest to 
the younger Irving. But in many places 
the hash of the elder Irving* mature 
greatness is revealed, and in physical 
characteristics .the resemblance between 
father and son is amazing. 

The modest attitude of U. B. Irving 
has won him legions of friends. He . pos- 
sesses the good judgment that invariably 
a>,-ociates itself with men of his calibre. 
His voiice.is music itself and marvellously 
well attuned' to the demands of the dif- 
ficult roles he assumes in his repertoire. 
Hi^ enunciation is as clear cut as the face 
of a cameo, and his diction has been 
unanimously pronounced delightilul. He 
Las an intelligence that penetrates to the 
very roo^ of tne author's meaning, and 
a striking ability t"> portray that mean- 
ing so that it strikes home to his audi- 
ence. 

In Miss Dorothea Baird — who in pri- 
vate lite is Mrs. Irvung — he possesses a 
leading woman of physical 'beauty, per- 
sonal charm and uncommon intelligence. 
They have played many famous roles to- 



gether; and their methods are in abso- 
lute harmony one with the other. When- 
ever H. B. Irving essays a role in which 
his father appeared, he wears the same 
costuinee worn by Sir Henry and uses 
the same surroundings and properties. 

The Canadian tour will begin at Mont- 
real on November 12th.

44 A New Theatre NigHt" 

li seems that our "Theatre Night" as 
we have j>een it in our time, and especial- 
ly a& it has been this year, is an affair 
much in need of very radical improve- 
ments, and we cannot think of any time 
beter suited to think over some way of 
improving atfairs than the present, so 
ire venture merely to sugegst a few ways 
in which we might change at least — 
whether lor the better is a question the 
future may decide. 

Now, with regard to the theatre per- 
fo nuance on that occasion, we see no 
ivihoii why a University the size of Mc- 
Gill, with so much first class talent at 
the diflpoaal of those disposed to correct 
things as they are, cannot put on the 
stage of the local theatre a first-class per- 
formance with local talent. 'The per- 
formance might vary greatly each /ear, 
out it seems to us that one point should 
exist whether opera, serious drama, or 
comedy be put on, one thing out to be 
settled, and that is that the performance 
be the result of local playwrights, and 
the players University talent. This is 
done in most of our American universi- 



ties, and why don't we? 

If this course oe decided on — and rhis 
should he brought up before the Alma 
•Mater and be taken 'on by thai body— 
the pest resolves itself into practicable 
detail. Prizes in money or other re- 
ward- might he given to encourage high 
class output from budding geniuses, and 
the best article might be chosen for pre- 
stntation on "Theatre Night." This 
would encourage many, doubtless, int > 
fields which were only wait.ng for them 
to enter in ordeT to heap upon the dar- 
ing intruder wreaths of laurel and rou- 
leax of gold. This may be a dream — or 
it may not. "You never can tell till you 
try." 

What if the plays aren t as good as 
some written by professionals! I By ihe 
way, we aren't afraid to say that we 
would stake a good round Bum that they 
wouldn't be worse than some we have 
seen.) Allowance would be made and 
great deal more interest taken even if 
the intrinsic merit were not high, but 
we can't see why it shouldn't be. EveTy 
one would turn out for an orderly, pleas- 
ant gathering, without fear of flour, etc., 
which n ode the past occasion memorable 
for some. 

In discussing this question with Dr. 
Harrias, of the Conservatorium, the oth- 
er day, he said he would set to music 
any good libretto which was given him 
to be used for our Theatre Night, and 
w e would think any one would cOnsid 5T 
it a verv great honor to collaborate with 
such an eminent musician, and the au- 
thor of such a line piece of work as we 
have in "Pan." 

We would like to see professors and 
stude-nts work together on this as well 
as on other questions, much more than 
now is the case. What this university 
needs is men who are willing to take a 
chai.ee and Work in the initiative. We 
have always found, if someone dares to 
take upon himself to explore new region-, 
help conies along in the rear, but we do 
need "workers." 




A Sequel and its Result 

The strike at Lawrence University is 
over. 

Between suspension and principle and 
paying $27 and no principle, the 1^7 
suspended and striking men and women 
members of the Freshman and SorJio- 
more classes decided that they preferred 
the latter. So peace envoys were ap- 
pointed by the rebels and a conference 
arranged with em.ssames of .President 
Plantz. 

At the peace conference, the dele- 
gates from the capitulating students are 
empowered to accept whatever terms the 
faculty may demand. The $27 winch 
was demanded for property alleged to 
have been damaged in a scries of class 
scraps, will be paid and whatever fur- 
ther conditions are insisted on, accept- 
ed. 

The excitement started over some in- 
nocent class lights in whiah some uni- 
versity property was damaged. When 
the students refused to pay the sum of 
$27 demanded by the faculty, about a 
score of Freshmen and Sophomores, who 
are asserted to have been ringleaders, 
were suspended. The men and women 
of the two lower classes promptly went 
out on a sympathetic strike andi the 
work of the university w-as tied up ac- 
cording to the most approved Shea 
methods. Meetings were held, parades 
fanned, and other methods of arousing 
enthusiasm and sympathy for the re- 
bellious students adopted. The faculty 
did nothing but sit on tlie fence and 
wait for the spirit of the rebels to flag. 
The junior and senior classes passed re- 
solutions expressing their loyalty to the 
authorities and condemning the revolt. 
Nothing happened. The striking stu- 
dents began to wonder why. Then they 
decided that principle was all right, but 
that it would take a good deal of prin- 
ciple to cover 'che expulsion. The strik- 
ers, too, wtho had not been very heavily 
involved in the original mix-up, began 
to wonder just where they alighted. Fin- 
ally they allowed as how they weren't 
very sure that they wanted to stand 
pat. At such signs of a thinning of the 
insurgent ranks, the originally suspend- 
ed students decided to capitulate and 
the rebellion of 1906 passed into a mat- 
ter of Lawrence history. — "Daily 
Maroon."
